Albuquerque
Housing Authority for the 60" street development has been awarded $3.5
million. High Desert Housing in conjunction with Blue Line Development
for a permanent supportive housing project on west Central has been
awarded $1,701,335. DFCS has routed to City Council for approval.

2021 4% LIHTC project to be located on the West Side of Albuquerque.
Intent to submit letters for the 2023 9% LIHTC round are due on
December 20%

Applications for the 2023 9%LIHTC round are due January 20™.
